WHAT WILL THE BOARD DO? 



The que s tion of — annexation . 
which for six months has aroused 
considerable interest in Virginia 
Beach and Princess Anne county, 
is over. 

A statutory court, composes of 
three judges, completely ignored 
the old advertising solgan. which 
urged "Eventually — why not 
now?' by stating in Its official 
verdict that the proposed annexa- 
tion will some day be a part, and 
parcel of the Town of Virginia 
Beach but that time has' not yet 
arrived. « 

The court continued by re- 
primanding the County Board of 
Supervisors for not providing 
more benefits for the territory 
and urging them to do so in the 
future. 

How what? 

The next meeting of the county 
hoard will probably find an over- 
flow of the residents of that pro- 
posed area asking for improve- 
ments in that Vicinity. The Town 
of Virginia Beach will probably be 
represented to ask for pay for 
the fire protection they are af- 
fording the area. 

What will the board do? 

Will they heed the advice of the 
court and mete out improvements 
with a free hand, or will they con 
tinue their old-time methods of 
taking the matter under advise- 
ment for further co nsideration , 

Prom the sparse knowledge the 
News has gained of the methods 
Of the Board, it does not believe 
that the former will take place. 
A few improvements may be im- 
proved, and a few streets may be 
taken into the county system 

But the majority of requests 
will meet with the same type of 
treatment that most such re 
quests receive, and will be shelved 
M usual by the Board. 

We will not blame the Board 
for this attitude, if they do take 
ft. To make all the improvements 
necessary will cost much more 
than they can afford at present. 

The proper solution, of course, 
would be to grant these improve- 
ments over a long period of years 
But, as the court said, this should 
have been started years ago. 

The decision now rests with the 
Board of Supervisors, and will not 
toe forthcoming until its r.ext 
meeting on May 27.

The 
present brick chapel was built in 
1754 and is the third church to 
stand on the present site. 
. The Eastern Shore Chapel has 
been in constant use since then 
with the exception of a few years 
following the Civil War when its 
interior had to be rebuilt since 
the Federal government had taken 
it over for use as a stable. 

The Alanton gardens are worth 
seeing, being classed as among the 
most beautiful in the State. The 
Eastern Shore Chapel is worth re- 
storing. The Lucetta Cornick 
Guild of the Chapel, which is 
conducting the tour through the 
gardens is to be congratulated for 
conceiving such an idea for such* 
a cause.

To expect private busi- 
ness to carry this load would be 
going contrary to the teachings of 
history in this country, which 
leads to the conclusion that there 
is no way to escape a relief on a 
public works program.

'Newport News Daily Press) 

It appears that Supreme Court 
Justice John W. Eggleston and 
Attorney General A. P. Staples 
will lose their Jobs If the General 
■Assembly holds a special session 
this year. Both served in the 
present Assembly, and both hold 
offices which must be confirmed 
by that Assembly in the event 
that another session is held. But 
under the Constitution confirma- 
tion, in such instances, is impos- 
sible. 

This is being advanced as one 
of the reasons why there should 
be no special session to act on the 
matter of public relief. But why 
continue either Mr. Eggleston or 
Mr. Staples in pffice If it means 
that Virginia is to be cut off from 
Federal relief? Are they more 
important than the welfare of all 
the people? 

Congress has appropriated ap- 
proximately five billion dollars for 
relief. Federal officials who will 
spend this money have announced 
that Virginia* will get little or no- 
thing unless it puts up five mil- 
lion dollars. In order to do tl\is 
it appears that there must be a 
special session of the General As- 
sembly. 

Regardless of what Virginia 
gets from the Federal government, 
Virginians will have to pay their 
share of the Federal tax. There- 
fore it would seem, common sense 
dictates that Virginia get its share 
of Federal funds. To fail to do 
so would be to Impose an unfair 
burden on the taxpayers of the 
State. 

Hence if it becomes necessary 
to hold a special session of the 
Assembly the fact the Messrs. Eg- 
gleston and Staples would find 
in difficulties should 
one whit of difference.

Much more than a sombre, 
sentimental Interest attaches to 
the "class of 1935" that has Just 
been called to the colors for eigh- 
teen months of compulsory ser- 
vice in the French army. These 
boys were born in 1914 and are 
the first of the "war babies" to 
reach their 21st birthday. Next 
year, those who report for military 
duty will be young men whose 
mothers carried them during the 
affrighting days of 1915. Not un- 
til the class of 1940 is under train- 
ing will France again have con- 
scripted soldiers who were con- 
ceived after the armistice. 

Will these "war babies" be phy- 
sically as strong and nervously as 
stable as those who went out to 
be slaughtered in 1914? The one 
historical parallel is that afforded 
by the French soldiers cf Napol. 
EOti'l later campaigns. During 
1809 and thereafter, a very large 
rait of his army consisted of 



young men born during the period 
from the storming of the Bastile 
to the end of the Reign of Terror. 
The fault may not have been with 
them, but the fact is indisputable 
that from the time the class of 
1810 was prematurely called to 
the colors in 1809. Napoleon did 
not win a single victory of the 
stunning pattern of his earlier 
triumphs. The "war babies" of 
the French revolution filled the 
ranks at Eckmuehl. at Aspern. at 
Wagram, and bore the brunt of 
the dreadful Moscow campaign. 

Would history repeat itself in 
another European war? Against 
the view of a definite nervous in- 
feriority on the part of "war 
babies," two arguments may be 
advanced. One Is that France 
realized in 1914 that expectant 
mothers needed special care, and 
she provided for them even when 
others had a narrow diet. The 
other Is that these young men 
have been raised in the atmo- 
sphere of French military success. 
That undoubtedly gives them a 
certain offset whatever nervous 
instability the "war babies'' may 
have Inherited from anxious 
mothers Ood grant the question 
may never be put to the test!

Percy Halstead, Princess Anne 
#ounty farmer, became a nation^ 
ally-known figure when he de- 
cided to build an ice plant for his 
own use. 

. The following article written 
for the New York Herald Tribune 
by Mark Sullivan, nationally- 
known political commentator, 
shows just how nationally known 
Mr. Halstead became. 

Permission to use the article 
was granted to the Virginia Beach 
News by officials of the Herald 
Tribune. 

By MARK SULLIVAN 
In Princess Anne County, Va., 
Mr. P. D. Halstead is a farmer. 
He raises mainly spinach and ber- 
ries. He ships them to market in 
carload lots. The cars need to be 
iced. The ice, bought from deal- 
ers and manufacturers, costs 
about S4 a ton. Mr. Halstead 
figures he could make his own ice 
for much less, he thinks for as 
little as $2 a ton— and so he start- 
ed to build a little ice plant on 
his farm. * 

After he had partly constructed 
his building and laid out about 
$2,000. he got, on December 22 
last, a telegram. The telegram 
was from an official of NRA. 
N. R. A. has a great many of- 
ficials, departments and commit- 
tees having long names. The 6ne 
who signed this telegram was 
"chairman of the Committee of 
Arbitration and Appeal for the 
Virginia ice industry." 

The telegram sent by this of- 
ficial to Farmer Halstead began: 
"This committee is advised you 
are laying foundation preparatory 
to construction ice-making plant." 
The telegram went on to inform 
Mr. Halstead that N. R. A. for- 
bids any one to build an ice plant 
without first applying for and 
getting a permit from the N. R. A. 
code authority for the ice indus- 
try. The committee further warn- 
ed Parmer Halstead that he must 
cease building his ice plant. 
Otherwise— so the telegram con- 
cluded : 

• This committee will take such 
action as may be necessary to en- 
force the law . . . Your immediate 
compliance is called for.'* 

Farmer Halstead did not reply. 
Two days later he received abet- 
ter from the same N. R. A, of- 
ficial. The letter repeated the 
substance of the telegram, warn- 
ing Mr. Halstead that he must 
get a permit from N. R. A. be- 
fore he could build an ice plant 
"whether for individual or public 
use." 

Again Mr. Halstead did not 
reply. Five days later. December 
29. he received another telegram 
from the same N. R. A. official. 
In part it read: "Lacking any re- 
sponse, I extend opportunity, to 
indicate to me on or before Mon- 
day that you agree. . . Your non- 
response will be accepted as re- 
fusal, which will result In such 
action as necessary to enfore law.' 
By this time Farmer Halstead 
thought he had better see a law- 
yer. That is one of the bedeviling 
things about N. R. A.— citterns 
whose affairs are small and who 
all their lives have been unac- 
customed to legal troubles, now 



er building his own ice plant for 
his own use solely he was not sub- 
ject to N. R. A. 

On behalf of Mr. Halstead the 
lawyer went to see the N. R. A. 
authorities at Washington. He 
explained the case to them. He 
had many conferences with them 
and letters to and from them. 
The lawyer assured N. R. A. that 
"all of the ice manufactured by 
this plant will be used by Mr. 
Halstead exclusively in connection 
with his own business; he never 
has proposed and he does not now 
propose to sell a single pound of 
ice or otherwise deal with it on a 
commercial basis." 

In conferences between Mr. 
Halstead's lawyer and N. R. A. the 
latter claimed that Mr. Halstead 
might use some of the ice made 
for him for icing vegetables ship- 
ped by him for his neighbors. 
Other technical points were raised. 
While It does not appear on the 
record so far as I have examined 
the record, it seemed accurate to 
infer that the objection to Mr. 
Halstead's building his ice plant 
come from Ice manufacturers in 
the neighborhood. 

In the end N. R. A. informed 
Mr. Halstead's lawyer that "if 
Mr. Halstead should continue 
with the installation of his pro- 
posed plant, the code authority 
considers that it will become its 
duty to request governmental in- 
tervention by injunction." That 
means that N. R. A. will go Into 
court and ask the courts for an 
Injunction commanding Mr. Hal- 
stead to stop building his ice 
plant. 

The so-called "law" under which 
N. R. A. has thus harassed and 
frustrated Farmer Halstead is a 
provision In the N. R. A. code for 
the ice industry. It reads: 

"If at any time an individual, 
firm, corporation or partnership 
desires to establish additional ice 
production . . . said party must 
first establish to the satlsfaclon of 
the administrator that public nec- 
essity and convenience require 
such additional production." 

That was written — the reader 
can safely take for granted— by 
persons already in the ice manu- 
facturing business. R is part of 
the ice code, and Oeneral John- 
son, when head of the N. R. A., 
said the codes are "the law of 
the land." We may find out dif- 
ferently about; that when ev e r If. 
R. A. permits a case Involving N. 
R A. to reach the Supreme Court. 
Even accepting that provision 
of *he ice code as "law," it still 
seems extraordinary to apply it 
to a farmer who says he ls*going 
to manufacture not for sale out 
solely for his own use. If Fanner 
Halstead goes ahead and builds 
his plant and makes his own ice, 
he is liable to be haled into crim- 
inal court and fined $500 for each 
day he makes any ice for him- 
self. 

The public question involved are 
obvious: Does N. R. A. promote 
monopoly? Does N. R. A. help to- 
ward business recovery? Does N. 
R. A. work oppression on individ- 
uals, especially on small individ- 
uals? Is N, R, A. as a whole

"With thesg thoughts in mind. 
it has occurred to me that it is 
incumbent upon all property own- 
ers in this territory, whether they 
were in favor or opposed to an- 
nexation, or neutral, to now unite 
and form some sort of community 
league.

The Town of Virginia Beach 
has dropped for the present, all 
hope of annexing that valuable 
area, lying north of the town 
limits. 

The Town Council, at its meet- 
ing Monday night, decided against 
appealing the decision rendered 
by a statutory court of three 
judges at a hearing held several 
weeks ago. 

The annexation proceedings 
date as far back as last September 
when a group of residents of the 
area lying north of the Town 
limits waited upon Mayor Roy 
Smith and asked that the area 
be annexed by the Town. 

The Town sent a letter to resi- 
dents of that area asking their 
opinion, and upon receiving a 
number of favorable replies, peti- 
tioned Judge B. D. White for a 
hearing on the matter. 

Meanwhile, county authorities, 
loathe to part with a territory 
which yielded $16,000 in taxes an- 
nually, began a campaign of their 
own. 

Petitions and' letters flew thick 
and fast, as the timje for the hear- 
ing grew nigh. Governor Peery 
appointed Judge J. Clement, of 
Chatham and Judge C. W. Cole- 
man, of Portsmouth, to sit with 
Judge White on the case. 

Both the county and the town 
Expropriated funds for the trial, 
ami the County hired Braden 
Vande venter to assist in. fighting 
the proposed annexation. 

Three days were required for 
the hearing, and at its conclusion, 
the Court ruled, that although 
the territoiy should eventually be 
annexed to the Beach, that time

THAT YACHT BASIN AGAIN 



When Prank C. True, yachting 
editor of the New York Sun, came 
to Norfolk, to discuss the possibili- 
ties of constructing a yacht basin 
sat Virginia Beach, he met with 
strange opposition. 

Norfolk people, it seems, were 
interested in a yacht basin, but 
not for Virginia Beach. Mr. True 
returned to- his New York desk 
puzzled. 

The explanation of his strange 
treatment was revealed this week, 
when one of the Norfolk dailies 
carried a front page story telling 
of the efforts to be made to con- 
struct such a yacht basin — not at 
Virginia Beach — but in Norfolk, 
just off the Norfolk Country Club. 
The attempt, we think, is laugh- 
able, — as laughable as the Nor- 
folkians think is a similar attmept 
to construct such a basin at New- 
port News. 

Newport News, these Norfolk- 
ians have been wont to say, de- 
pends upon Norfolk. Visitors to 
Newport News come there because 
it is just across the bay from Nor- 
folk. 

As Newport News is to Norfolk, 
so is Norfolk to Virginia Beach. 

Norfolk, it is true, is a big city, 
with all the assets and, liabilities 
of a big city, while Virginia Beach 
la but a small town. Yet ninety 
per cent of the visitors to Norfolk 
stop there only while on their way 
to and from the Beach. 

Virginia Beach is Norfolk's 
greatest asset. 

Mr. True has been intimately 
connected with yachtsmen and 
yacht owners for many years. It 
never entered his mindMhat any 
other spoj in this vicinity, but 
Virginia Beach, would be consid- 
ered as a site for a yacht basin. 
It may be true that Norfolk and 
Newport News are as convenient 
as the Beach for the location of 
such a basin. But what have they 
to offer the yachtsman? 

Yacht owners are necessarily 
wealthy people. Life in a city the 
siae of Norfolk or Newport News 
could prove no inducement for 
them. 

Virginia Beach is a resort, 
which is rapidly becoming one of 
the most popular on the East 
Coast. Virginia Beach has .fine 
surf bathing. Virginia Beach has 
two of the sportiest golf courses 
hi the state. Virginia Beach of- 
fers a $50,000 Beach club, it of- 
fers superb horseback facilities. It 
has that wide open air which fea- 
tures all resort towns. 

Virginia Beach is the natural 
atte for such a yacht basin, and 
Jfc* spot in Lynnhaven Bay, which 
would probably be selected for im- 
provements for this purpose would 
alto prove a valuable asset to the 
United States government, enabl- 
ing them to keep huge Coast 
Guard boats and defense vessels. 
anchored near the coast line. 

Plans for constructing such a 
basin at the Beach have not yet 
been killed. A committee of 
prominent citizens are still ex- 
•Mduigv their efforts towards 
■•earing the necessary funds. 
Meanwhile, a group of Norfolk

Within less than a week after 
a statutory court had decided that 
the valuable bit of territory lying 
north of Virginia Beach, should 
remain as a part of Princess Anne 
county, the County Board of Sup 
ervisors moved to giveTaSihe bene 
fits to residents of this area. 

Prior to this action, taken at a 
special meeting, this same Board 
and its predecessors had contin 
ually ignored this district from 
which they were, removing ap- 
proximately $16,000 in taxes an- 
nually. 

In fact, testimony at the an- 
nexation hearing showed, that in 
the 16 years J. F. Woodhouse had 
served as clerk of the court, only 
$1100 had been spent by the coun- 
ty in the disputed area. 

Now, with the fear of losing 
that territory temporarily re- 
moved, and with the warning and 
reprimands of the court still ring- 
ing in their ears, they act to as- 
sist the residents. 

But, the Virginia .Beach News 
noted, their action was not un- 
animous. One dissenting vote was 
cast in this first action. It is 
highly possible then, and indeed, 
very protable that more of the 
Supervisors may soon .join this 
dtesenter in voting against such 
improvements. 

Two reasons for additional dis- 
senting votes in the near future 
may be named. 

First, the Town Council, at a 
recent meeting, decided to aban- 
don all attempts to appeal the an- 
nexation hearing, thus dispelling 
all fears that the territory will 
be taken away from the county 
any time soon, 

Secondly, the Democratic prim- 
ary will be held oh August 6, 
which is but 3 months off, and 
leaves but 3 regular meetings of 
the Board at which Supervisors 
must act favorably in public to- 
wards that area. 

How long will it be before the 
Board returns to its old status of 
completely ignoring this area?

The summer season like Mr.

The Town of Virginia Beach 
operates a year around force of 
five uniformed men, including the 
Chief.

We have been getting great 
news from Hatteras recently of 
the enterprise of Hatteras fisher- 
men who go far out to sea hi 
small boats and make wonderful 
catches of bluefish and trout. We 
hear too of the big financial re- 
turns many of these fishermen 
have received for r theh* catches. 
What we don't hear is that, often 
as not,* these fishermen find no 
market at all for the fish they 
catch,, or at most get a price that 
doesn't begin to, compensate them 
for their labor and the use of 
their equipment. For instance, 
one boat load of bluefish from 
Hatteras, landed at Wanchese one 
day last week is reported to have 
brought the fishermen 2 cents a 
pound. 

We know that thousands of 
tons of fish caught in North Caro- 
lina waters in recent years have 
been sold by the catchers at two 
cents a pound. But, strange to 
say, the low prices of fish in the 
hands of the fishermen is never 
passed on to the consuming 
public. 

While bluefish were begging for 
a two cent market in Dare last 
week, those same bluefish were 
selling at 10c to 12c a pound on 
the Elizabeth City wholesale mar- 
ket, and at 12 y 2 cents retail. In 
Norfolk they were retailing at 15c 
to 17c a pound. And in New York, 
where we are informed there are 
still upwards of 2,000,000 people 
on Relief, blues were quoted by 
Tnost -re tailers a t -35c- a pound: - 

Of course, there is something to 
be said for the fish dealer in a 
big city where few people at fish 
except on Friday. The big city 
dealer has to maintain a stand at 
a loss five days a week, to get the 
profit that comes from one big 
day's sates in a week. The me- 
tropolitan dealer has to double his 
money on the fish he sells. But 
he doesn't get all the profit. Be- 
tween the producer and the re- 
tailer stands the wholesaler. And 
yet few wholesalers of fish today 
are making any money and this 
newspaper knows for a fact that 
many of the oldest, finest and 
soundest firms on the wholesale 
fish markets of New York and 
Philadelphia have had hard sled- 
ding in recent years. 

There is.something fundament- 
ally unsound in the whole fish 
business. I think I know what 
should be done about it, but it 
would take many years to sell any 
sort of idea to the individualistic 
fisherman and I have a lot of 
things to do in the brief remaind- 
er of my life, time besides selling 
ideas to my fishermen friends.

How would the title "Ye Gentle- 
women's Housewifery" appeal to 
the modern cook of today? We 
might enjoy a good laugh from 
such a title, and a bigger one from 
its contents. To go back hun- 
dreds of years, we find cook books 
carrying all sorts of messages. The 
cook books were usually milady's 
household diary and contained 
remedies for the ailing; sugges- 
tions for becoming beautiful — all 
interwoven with how to make 
Johnny Cake, Pancakes. Poor 
Man's Pudding and other simple 
cooking procedures. 

As we today enjoy accuracy, 
novelty, and dependability in all 
of our cooking with the modern 
appliances we have attempted to 
interpret these old-fashioned re- 
cipes of our ancestors, and have 
found them most tasty and ex- 
cellent suggestions for variations. 

A few causes for uncertainty of 
results in the early days of cake 
and pastry making was the some- 
what superficial and sketchy me- 
thod given for baking the foods. 
Today with the equipment for 
accurate measurements of mater- 
ials to be combined and heat to 
govern the baking periods all the 
speculation is removed from bak- 
ing. 

Compare the recipes of our 
great fore fathers with those 
found in the modern recipe file 
box and decide for yourself which 
you will use the coming week in 
planning your menus. 

Spice Cake From Three Centuries 
Back: 

"To make excellent spice cakes, 
take halfe a pecke of very fine 
wheat flower, take almost one 
pound of sweet butter, and some 
good milke and creame. Mix to- 
gether. Set it on the fire, and put 
in your butter, and a good deale 
of sugar and let it melt together; 
then straine saffron into your 
milke a good quantity: Then take 
seven or eight spoonfuls of good 
ale barme, and eight eggs with 
two yelkes and mix them together, 
then put your milke in it wheh it 
is somewhat cold, and into your 
flower put salt, aniseed bruised, 
cloves and mace and a good deale 
of cinnamon: Then worke all to- 
gether good and stiffe, that you 
need not worke in any flower 
after; then put a little rosewater 
cold, then rub in well in the thing 
you knead it in, and" worke it 
thoroughly: If it be not sweet 
enough, scrape in a little more 
sugar, and pull it all in peeces, 
and hurle in a good quantity of 
currants and so worke alt together 
againe, and bake your cake as you 
see caose. in a gentle warme 
oven." 

Pineapple Sherbet 

Take two or three very ripe 
pineapples; pare them and grate 
them into a bowl; put the grated 
pineapple on a sieve and let it 
drain well, pressing it down, to 
get out every drop of the Juice. 
Weakeh" it as much as you please 
with water, and make it very 
sweet, as all things, when froaen. 
have less flavor. 

Johnny Cake 

Into two tablespoons of cold 
hominy rub a tabtespoonful of 
butter or la|a\ an egg, half a pint 
of milk, and cor nflour, enough to 
make the batter Just so stiff as to 
spread upon a board, about »i of 
an inch thick. Sit it before a hot 
fire, and let it bake until nicely 
browned. Slip a thread under, to 
disengage it from the board, ahd 
bake the other side in the same 
manner, basting all the time It is 
baking.

2 cups cake flour 

3 tsp. baking powder

The first thing he should do is 
flush the cooling system of anti- 
freeze and accumulated rust, dirt 
and scale and check the radiator foe 
leaks'. Then he should drain, flush 
and refill the crankcase with a light- 

rl grade o( uii. lit- -iiouiu aiM» cuw.K 
the oil filter and replace it if neces- 
sary- 
Following this the ignition sys- 
tem should be checked up. The spark 
plutrs should be cleaned and adjust- 
ed to give them the proper clear- 
ances. The distributor may need new 
points. The condition of the wires 
should be checked. If any are worn 
they should be replaced. Then look 
at the sjairk coil. If it is not in good 
condition a weak spark may be slow 
inc: up your starting and interfer- 
nng with the efficient operation of 
the motor. 

Go over the battery. See if the 
cable connections are tight and be 
sure the ground connection is solid. 
Fill the battery with distilled water 
to a level above the plates. Look for 
corrosion and clean the battery and 
the terminals. Reduce the charging 
rate of the generator to about 12 to 
15 amperes. Clean the starting 
motor commutator.

IN the early days of motoring it 

was the proud boast of many 
automobile owners that their ears 
would take the biggest hill in town 
in high gear. Even today many dri- 
vers persist in forcing their cars to 
take long hills in high merely to 
provj to themselves or to their 
friends that the car is powerful and 
possesses real hill climbing ability. 

In ^-forming hill climbing feats 
it is good to remember that first and 
second gear have been placed in the 
car for a purpose. These speeds are 
feigned to supply power, when 
power rather than speed, is re- 
quired. They should be used when- 
ever, necessary to prevent forcing 
the motor to an unnecessary ex- 
'reme. 

When approaching a steep incline 
make up your mind to take the hill 
a ttsa ji ng a c oad^it necessary, rsttiar than 
to force the engine in high. The 
secret of successful hill climbing is 
to keep the engine running a little 
faster at all times than its work re- 
quires. This will permit it to do a 
little extra work without stalling at 
s critical moment. 

Motorists should remember that 
first and second gears are installed 
not only for starting but for all pur- 
poses where power Is more neces- 
sary than speed. These two gears 
give- power. They should be used 
whenever additional power is re- 
raired. If this is done the strain on 
the motor is less than when high 
is need to

Not one family will 'remain on 
relief this summer for whom even 
a temporary Job can be found, 
William A. Smith, Administrator 
for the Virginia Emergency Relief 
Administration, stated, in a letter 



to the Virginia Beach News, this 
week. 

There are encouraging indica- 
tions, he said, that there will be 
enough seasonal employment to 
provide jobs for a large proportion 
of the State's case load during 
the next few months and local re- 
lief directors have been instructed 
to exert every effort to place as 
many of their clients as possible 
in private employment. 

"Our objective is to put people 
back to work, not to keep them on 
the relief rolls," Mr. Smith de- 
clared. 

"During the nexjt few weeks, 
particularly,, while there is an in- 
crease in the demand for farm 
labor, we are going to make a de- 
termined drive to get as many 
people as possible off the tolls and 
into jobs where they can make 
their own way. 

"The success of this effort will 
require the whole-hearted cooper- 
ation of every employer in the 
State. If it were possible to con- 
tact each of them in person we 
would like to do so, but since that 
obviously is out of the question, 
we are urging that they communi- 
cate their labor needs to their 
local employment offices where 
they exist, or to the local relief 
office in those localities without 
employment service facilities _ 

"Each relief office in Virginia 
maintains an occupational classif- 
ication of all its clients. Local re- 
lief officials can tell on a mo. 
msnt's notice exactly how many 
workers of a particular type — 
steam fitters, plasterers, steno- 
graphers, engineers or common- 
laborers— are available, and will 
even inform them when and 
where to report for work. 

"We would like to cut Virginia's 
relief case load squarely in half 
this summer, and if farmers, busi- 
ness men and other employers of 
labor will give us their help we 
will at least make a definite ap- 
proach to that goal." 

Mr. Smith stated that 9.3 per 
cent of all the people in the state 
were receiving relief during March 
the last month for which complete 
figures are available. This repre- 
sented approximately 48,000 fami- 
lies in which there were at least 
one or more persons fitted for 
some form of employment. 

"The work program of the 
FERA." he stated, "is not design- 
ed to put all of these people to 
work on relief jobs and thus re- 
move them from the normal sup- 
ply of private labor. On the con- 
trary, its purpose is merely to pro- 
vide work for those who cannot 
be absorbed in private employ- 
ment, and the fewer people we 
have to put on work relief the 
more successful our program will 
be." . ' 

The relief office in Princess 
Anne County is located at Prin- 
cess Anne Court House, and is in 
charge of Mrs. A. E. Ewell.

At the request of the Virginia 
Beach News, H. W. Ozlin, county 
agent has completely summarized 
agatoultural conditions in the 
comity. His summary follows: 

. , By H. W. OZLIN 
'""Parmers in general are about 
Cwo weeks behind with Uieir farm 
work, due to the three weeks of 
rain that we had the first of April. 
However, at this time, the corn 
crop is aboift all planted and 
other seasonal work is being rush- 
ed to completion^ 

~^ta*wberries are beginning to 
move in volumns this week, but 
the beginning of season price is 
not satisfactory considering the 
fact that the crop is about one- 
fourth less than normal. The 
quality of the berries being picked 
is fairly good. 

"The potato crop is beginning 
m ^ to n eed some rain. However, the 
-trap as a whole is looking very 
promising us most of the growers 
have excellent stands and the 
plants are growing rapidly. Late 
planted potatoes had too much 
rain, causing some rot in the seed 
and poor stands, but this is a 
small percentage of the county 
crop. 

"The cool, windy weather of the 
past week has been bad on sweet 
potato plants that were set in the 
fields and some reports of dying 
out have been heard. 

"Twenty-two potato growers are 
cooperating with the Extension 
Division in keeping cost account 
records of their crop. The ac- 
counts are being supervised by W 
J. Nuckolls, Jr., Farm Manage- 
ment Specialist of the Extension 
Division. This is the fourth, year 
of this work in the county and 
the information gained therefrom 
has been very valuable in farming 
potato programs for the future.

"Two hundred and eighty corn 

d hog producers are cooperating 
in the crop production control 
program this year.

One of the most important mat- 
ters will be the hearing of a re- 
quest from a delegation represent- 
ing Princess Anne Post 113, Amer- 
ican Legion asking that the Town 
appropriate a sum of money to be 
used during the State Legion con- 
vention to be held here in Sept- 
ember. 

This request was made at the 
regular meeting by Lawrence 
Lockwood, commander of the post, 
and the Council voted to decide 
upon the matter at the special 
meeting.

This was not acted 
upon however, and the council- 
men moved to hold the matter in 
abeyance until a special meeting 
which is to be held shortly. 

Other matters to come up will 
include a continued discussion On 
the zoning commission problem; 
the council's decision on the town 
hall, and its decision on Police 
Chief McClanan's request for 
more uniformed officers.

It has learned that present 
plans are for the construction of 
a boat anchorage at Norfolk, and 
future plans call for the construc- 
tion of a yacht basin at Virginia

Critics of the American 
law are saying the same things 
about our laws and lawyers and 
courts as Dickens and others of 
his times said about their laws 
and lawyers and courts. » 

There may be some difference 
of opinion as to who reformed the 
English law in the manner sug- 
gested by the famous British 
novelist, but the reformation of 
our time in the United States is 
in the hands of the lawyers them- 
selves. 

Whatever has been accomplish- 
ed, in the way of codification, 
simplification and facilitation of 
our law is the work largely of the 
legal profession itself. The Amer- 
ican Bar Association and its as- 
sociate State associations are con- 
stantly at work upon the tremen- 
dous task of bringing our law and 
criminal procedure to date and 
giving the American law worthier 
principles than^the making of 
more business for the legal pro- 
fession.'

BEDFORD A NO TAX TOWN

Real progress of a community 
comes when the citizens of today 
plan for the citizens of tomorrow. 
The growth of Bedford for in- 
stance, depends upon the vision 
with which present citizens see 
the requirements of the City of the 
future. 

About thirty years ago the vis- 
ion of the late T. W. Richardson 
saw the possibilities of a hydro-, 
electric power plant for the town 
of Bedford. Through his in- 
fluence the town council pur- 
chased the old Sadler dam at Big 
Island and erected a power plant 
near that village. That enterprise, 
from a small beginning, has con- 
tinued to grow under the wise 
management of the succeeding 
councils until today the revenue 
from that plant and our water 
system, is sufficient to pay the 
running expenses of the town and 
the upkeep of the two plants.

Opinions, whether public or pri- 
vate, must not be accepted aa au- 
thoritative simply because they 
have been printed. However, the 
opinions and discussions of the 
world's political and economical 
situation with regard to another 
war as set forth in 'The Price of 
Peace," by Frank H. Slmonds and 
Brooks Emeny, can be accepted 
because of the high standing of 
the authors. Without becoming 
economically complicated or poli- 
tically deep, the authors show the 
necessity of certain world adjust -^ 
ments and the possibility of mak- 
ing these changes. Because of 
the clearness and quality of the 
discussions, the book can be re- 
commended to all tfvho are Inter- 
ested in the price of peace.

States, expended $600,224,000 for 
fuel, material, and supplies in 
1934. according to reports Just 
filed by the railroads with the 
Bureau of Railway Economics of 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads. 

This was an increase of $134.- 
374.000, compared with the 
amount of such expenditures in 
1933. but a reduction of $729,311,- 
000 below 1929. the last year prior 
to the depression. No reports as 
to such purchases were compiled 
by the Bureau of Railway Econo- 
mics in 1930. 1931. and 1932.

fruit! For town, however, it is 
not the first appearance Of straw- 
berries in the market windows 
since we have had them for sev- 
eral months. First, they arrived 
from Florida and crept up the 
coast with Spring. Those of us 
who craved the red-thimbled fruit 
sighed a bit in paying fifty cents 
for one quart but immediately 
turned to the dairy counter to 
have the cream topping which is 
the only befitting accompaniment 
for sueh a delicacy. But My! 
What changes take place in our 
manner of bartering as tfte weeks 
slip from one season into the next 
and our last year's huckster comes 
up to the door calling Straw-Ber- 
Ries!!! The price drops and drops. 
The berries appear on the kitchen 
table, pantry shelves, .refrigerator, 
breakfast, lunch and dining 
tables. Cream has been forsaken 
long ago for what pocketbook 
could daily keep up such a habit 
as was used for January and 
Sunday rarities. 

It is universally true that sug- 
gestions are always in order to 
Home Managers on ways and 
means for using heighit-of-the- 
season strawberries. May we add 
these to your kitchen file, to be 
used during the next few weeks: 

Froien Strawberries 

Slightly mash 1 qt. strawberries. 
Add 1 cup sugar and juice of one 
lemon. Freeze one hour in fast- 
Hreezing tray or long enough to 
nafden mixture. — **? 
Strawberry Loaf 
To une~ quart ^jerries- add one 
cup sugar and !z cup flour. Line 
a breadpan with a short biscuit 
dough. Fill with the berries and 
cover over, folding the bottom 
crust over the berries. Prick top 
with fork so that the steam can 
escape. Bake 20-30 minutes at 
400 degrees. Serve with chilled 
soft custard.

Farm recovery in Virginia and 
nine other southeastern states has 
resulted in increased Shipments of 
manufactured goods from 15 in- 
dustrial states of the Northeast, 
w ay b ill* ^oCHfour i mportant ^outh^ 
eastern railroads indicate.. 

The announcement is the result 
of a study made by the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration 
in an effort to ascertain the de- 
gree to which increases in agri- 
cultural purchasing power, brought 
about in part by crop adjustment 
programs, has been reflected in 
increased demand for factory 
goods. The study covers two one- 
year jjerlods, one just before and 
one following the launching of 
recovery measures, the first end- 
ing June 30, 1933 and the second 
ending June 30. 1934. 

Maine tops the list with an .in- 
crease in carlot shipments from 
33.435,542 pounds to 56.251,801 
pounds, or a rise of 68 percent in 
the first year's operation of the 
recovery program. Pennsylvania 
increased its' carlot shipments to 
the Southeast by 55.6 percent. 
New York 51 percent, Ohio 48.9 
percent, Michigan 45.6 percent, 
Wisconsin 43 percent, Massachus- 
etts 40.9 percent, Indiana 40.1 
percent. New Jersey 33 percent, 
Connecticut 32.7, Illinois and New 
Hampshire 25 percent each, Ver- 
mont 21.7 percent Delaware 21 
percent and Maryland 2.8 percent. 

The total carlot shipments from 
these 16 northeastern industrial 
state9jojhe_10_states_of the agrU 
cultural Southeast Increased from 
2.104,585.201 pounds in the year 
before the recovery programs be- 
came effective to 2.920.887,437 
pounds in the year when results 
of the programs had begun to be 
felt. The percentage increase is 
38. 

At the same time, the cash farm 
income from crops-plus-benefit- 
payments to farmers cooperating 
in adjustment programs in the 10 
southerneastern states increased 
59.9 percent, from $451,637,000 to 
$722,017,00. T h e agricultural 
states are Virginia, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia and Florida, in 
which cotton and tobacco were 
the major crops under adjust- 
ment.

Charles G. Dawes, former Vice 
President, reiterates his prediction 
that prosperity will return this 
summer through a sustained de- 
mand for durable goods. In mak- 
ing his prophecy last December 
Mr. Dawes said: 

"I suggest that not later than 
June or July should be the begin- 
ning of the great sustained de- 
mand for durable goods due to the 
accumulation for 5 years of post- 
poned demands, and this time 
should also mark the commence- 
ment of the year of full business 
prosperity in the countiy."- 

Scanning the economic portents 
today, the former Vice President 
said he found nothing to cause 
him to modify his prognostication 
in spite of criticism. 

"I am of the same opinion still," 
said the general, puffing on his 
underslung pipe. "I still have 
more than 60 days In which to 
make good. I believe I am on solid 
historical and statistical ground. 

"A great and sudden demand 
for heavy durable goods occurred 
in the great depressions of 1873 
and 1898 at the same period of 
time after the beginning of each, 
to wit. about 5 years and 7 
months. June and July of this 
year mark the end of such a 
period since the beginning of this 
depression in 1929."

In glancing back over the work 
of the Virginia NRA office for the 
21 months of its -existence, Acting 
State Director John J. Corson, 
3rd, finds that the general work 
of uncovering and adjusting code 
violations has often been lighten- 
ed considerably by humorous in- 
terludes. 

Most amusing and yet tragic 
was the case of a young bride who 
complained to Corson's office that 
her husband was being required 
to work all night long. Sympathe- 
tic and interested investigation re- 
vealed, to the bride's dismay, that 
the overworked husband was us- 
ing the "had-to-work-Iate' alibi 
to conceal another romance. 

Another "violation" involved a 
young man who , deceived his 
father about his actual wage. The 
father complained the NRA of- 
ficials that his son was receiving 
$6.00 a week instead of the $12.00 
provided for in the code. Investi- 
gation disclosed that the son was 
being paid $12.00 and had invent- 
ed the story of the $6.00 wage to 
save up to buy a bicycle. 

"However," Corson pointed out, 
"most of our work is of a more 
constructive nature." The Dir- 
ector pointed out that his office 
had adjusted 947 complaints and 
had paid back a total of $33,836.10 
to 1149 employes who had not 
been compensated in accordance 
with NRA standards. At the pre- 
sent time 164 investigations are 
being made by Corson's office. 
o

AFTER the motorist has checked 
the cooling system, flushed and 
refilled the crankcase and gone over 
the ignition and electric system, he 
should check the fuel system.

BEACH COUNCIL 

Council Also Takes Action On 
Fire Protection in North- 
ern Territory. 

COUNTY SUPERVBWW 
REQUESTED TO APPEAR 

Policies Adopted As Special 
Meeting Should Hare Dras- 
tic Effects. 



The town council of Virginia! 
Beach, at its special, meeting held 
hut Monday night accomplished 
two things which may have dras- 
tic effects on both the Town and 
the County. 

First, the council, conf r o nt ed 
again with the problem of fire 
protection in that territory lying 
north of the Beach, decided to) 
write a letter to the Board of Sup- 
ervisors, asking them to 
representative to the next 
cil meeting to discuss payment for 
future fire and police protection. 

If such an agreement Is not 
forthcoming, the council Intim- 
ated, all such fire protection 
be withdrawn. 

Second, the council, approved 
the first reading of an ordinance 
creating a town planning commis- 
sion, which is desined to sane 
Virginia Beach, so that certain 
types of business houses would be 
restricted to certain vicinities. The 
ordinance will come up for its 
second and final reading on June 
3. 

The fire protection question was 
brought up by H. L. McClanan, 
chief of fire and police who asked 
for instructions in regards to that 
territory, The council at tint 
considered sending a delegation to 
the Board meeting next week, but 
then, recalling that the Board 
had spurned a similar offer, once 
before, decided to send the letter 
instead and wait for develop- 
ments. 

"We're the ones who have 
something to sell now," one of 
them commented. 

The ordinance creating the 
commission as approved by the 
council is divided into two sec- 
tions. The first section creates 
the commission, which is to lay 
out plans and map out the town, 
while the second section provides 
that the map be submitted to the 
Town Council for final approval, 
and creates also a Board of Zon- 
ing Appeals. 

The commission as created 
would be composed of the chair, 
man of, the street committee of 
the town, the town supervisor, and 
three voters of the town. The 
Councilmen in discussing this 
phase seemed unanimous in be- 
lieving that one of these should 
be a woman. 

The commissioners would meet 
once a month, and would gat no 
pay, but they would be 
appoint employees and 
who would be paid. They 
create a master plan and hold at 
least one public hearing on It.

Recent advances in science and 
medicine give much promise that 
these tragedies among young peo- 
ple and persons in the prime of 
life can be lessened. One step 
involves the fortifying of children 
against active tuberculosis. For 
many years it was not possible to 
learn if the germs were present 
until the child was seriously ill. 
Today large groups of children 
•re given the tuberculin test 
which indicates if the germs are 
present. If they are found to be 
present an X-ray is taken to as- 
certain whether damage has been 
done; this study being the basis 
for treatment of a mode of life 
that will build up resistance. 

At recent tuberculin tests held 
at Creeds by the Princess Anne 
County TB Association, more than 
children were tested and 82 
found to be the tubercular 
type. These were immdiately X- 
rayed, and preparation for the 
necessary correctives begun. 

Money is needed if similar tests 
are to be held in other parts of 
(he county. Money is needed if 
these children who are found to 
be infected are to be given the 
necessary treatmnt.

This week, however at the re 
quest of Homer A. Blizzard, re-* 
cording secretary of the Virginia 
Beach Council, No. 24. Order Fra- 
ternal Americans, affiliated with 
the National Council, Junior O. 
U. A. M., the News published an 
editorial, released from ~the na- 
tional headquarters of that or- 
ganization. 

In doing so, however, the News 
makes no comment as to whether 
it agrees or disagrees with the 
author. The editorial is simply 
published at the request of a Vir- 
ginia Beach resident. 

"There are two sets of bills 
which have been introduced in 
the present Congress. One of 
these would strengthen the im- 
migration and deportation laws. 
The o th e r w oul d, in a — l ar ge d e - 
gree, nullify them. 

"It is estimated by the Depart- 
ment of State that more than a 
million aliens would seek admis- 
sion to the United States, under 
present quotas, if present tem- 
porary restrictions were lifted. 
There are thousands of Mexicans 
and citizens of South American 
countries, as well as those of Can- 
ada, who are ready to enter the 
United States as soon as condi- 
tions improve. There are no quota 
restrictions on immigrants from 
countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, i 

The American worker has 
been in competition with alien 
labor for many years, and is in 
competition with the Seven-million 
unnaturalized aliens who are in 
America at the present time. This 
competition is serious, and unless 
Congress acts promptly our Amer- 
ican working man wtrrbe~subject- 
ed to a new flood of unneeded and 
low priced competitors in the near 
future. The American taxpayer is 
carrying a heavy burden now by 
reason of aliens in this country 
who are on relief. This burden 
will become heavier as excess 
workers and their families arrive 
;n the future. 

"It does not seem possible that 
under these conditions there 
should be any hesitancy between 
strengthening and weakening our 
immigration laws. The fact re- 
mains, however, that opponents 
of restriction, both in and out of 



Congressman Kerr of North 
Carolina has introduced Bill, H. 
R. 6795. at the request of the im- 
migration authorities in the De- 
partment of Labor. On its face 
it indicates a strengthening of de- 
portation laws, but in its sub- 
stance it undermines the whole 
structure of protective restriction 
of immigration by giving to the 
Secretary of Labor wide liberty 
and authority to nullify the im- 
migration laws and to permit per- 
sons, who are subject to deporta- 
tion or violation of our American 
laws, to remain here in this coun- 
try. 

"It is unfortunate that tfrMiead 
of the Department of. Labor/ and, 
the Chairman of the Immigration 
Committee of the House of^Re- 
presentatives. appear by their 
actions to be actively identified 
with alien interests. Not a single 
one of these persons or officials 
has a record of favoring any mea- 
sure which really safeguards the 
working people of America by 
substantially limiting the entry 
of foreigners. On the other hand, 
they have done all in their power 
to promote measures that would 
weaben the immigration lawts. 
They were defeated in the last 
Congress when their major mea- 
sure came to a vote, which pro- 
posed to lodge extraordinary 
powers with the Secretary of 
Labor and to confer upon her 
jurisdiction in handling alien de- 
portation cases, which, under the 
law, are exercised by courts of 
justice. This measure musf-'be 
defeated again, as the Kerr Bill 
is a substantial reproduction of 
the obnoxious bill which was de- 
cisively defeated at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. 

While this measure was voted 
down, it was favorably reported 
by the Committee on immigration 
of the House of Representatives 
which Committee defeated other 
good bills in the interest of Amer- 
icans by smothering and pigeon- 
holing measures designed to cor- 
rect the weak spots in our im 
migration laws. The Chairman 
of this Committee has absolutely 
refused to grant hearings on the 
Blanton Bill which would stop all 
foreign immigration for a period 
of ten years. 

"It is high time for the Ameri- 
can people to call a halt of their 
Representatives in Congress, to 
alien interests. Good American 
labor protective legislation must 
be supported, such as the bills in- 
troduced by Congressmen Dies, 
Oreen and Taylor. These will 
safeguard the nest interests of the 
American people r*^

Physicians of New York have 
formed an organization, national 
in scope, to be known as the Phy- 
sicians' Equity Association of 
America, Inc. Its objects are list- 
ed as follows : 

"T h e elimin a t i on of, fre e 
service for patients who can af- 
ford to pay for more exact medi- 
cal attention. 

"The assurance of reasonable 
compensation to the physician for 
every professional service render- 
ed 

"The introduction of bills in 
State legislatures to Correct abuses 
now rampant in the practice and 
regulation of medical, surgical 
and other conditions affecting 
public health. 

"The opposing of such legisla- 
tion as tends to legalize the ir- 
regular practitioner. 

"The protection of the public by 
removing from the profession all 
unqualified healers. 

"The creation, on both sides, of 
a clearer economic situation be- 
tween patient and doctor." 

Just what part fear of the 
movement toward socialized medi- 
cine played in the formation of 
the New York organization we do 
not know. The chances are. how- 
ever, that this problem will come 
sharply to the fore in the organ- 
ization, once it gets going. It is 
an issue that must be faced, and 
the New York physicians appar- 
ently are taking time by the fore- 
lock.

Ftod Items Are Below Other Items 
In considering the recent rise 
m food prices, it . should not be 
forgotten that the American pub- 
lic has been accustomed, through- 
out the last decade and a half, to 
be supplied with food by the 
American farmer at a level of 
prices far below the levels of most 
of his other expenditures. In 1920 
both foods and the total cost of 
an average budget attained a level 
about 200 percent of that of 1913. 
The total cost of living thereafter 
receded to a level of about 170- 
175 percent and remained at that 
figure during the years 1922-29, 
but food costs fell to 142 percent 
in 1922 and never regained the 
prewar relationship to the other 
items in the budget. In 1922, they 
were 16 percen t belo w the g eneral 
list; in 1929, 8 percent below; in 
1933. 24 percent below; in 1934. 
'19 percent below: and at present 
about 14 percent below.— (AAA 
Release April 8. 1935.) 

Processing Taxes

Commodity, hogs; processing 
tax. $2.25 per 100 pounds live- 
weight; cost to consumer, \V% 
cents on pound of spare ribs; 2Vi 
cents on pound of lard; 5 cents 
on pound of fresh pork loin; 4 l 2 
cents on pound of ham. 

While the processing tax on cot- 
ton, for instance, adds only one 
cent to the cost of a yard of calico 
to the consumer It has nearly 
doubled the amount received by 
the grower for a pound of raw 
cotton. On wheat the processing 
tax means > 2 cent a loaf or less 
than 5 percent Increase to the 
consumer; to the farmer growing 
the wheat it means a 77 percent 
increase in price on the domestic- 
ally consumed portion of his crop 
as compared with the price he re- 
ceived in 1932.— (AAA Release of 
December 13.) 

Recent Imports of Wheat and 
Other Farm Products 
For 8 months (July 1. 1934 to 
March 1. 1935) the total Imports 
of all competitive agricultural 
products, including grains, were 
25 percent less than the average 
for these months for IHe 10-year 
period 1923 to 1934. During the 
period 9,511,000 bushels of wheat 
were imported; about half of 
which was Durum and the rest 
was practically all feed wheat ad- 
mitted under the special 10 per- 
cent ad valorem tariff rate. All 
imported wheat other than that 
used for feed paid the 42 cent 
tariff and. if milled, the 30 cent 
processing tax. 

In 1934 approximately 650 mil- 
lion dollars worth of farm pro- 
ducts were exported from the 
United States. At the same time 
125 million dollars worth of farm 
products, including 24 million dol- 
lars worth of bananas, were im- 
ported. 

* Imports of hog products totaled 
1,600,000 pounds. 

Dairy food imports were 61 per- 
cent less during the July to March 
period than the average for the 
same months for the previous 10 
years. Eggs and egg prod ucts were 
78 percent less; fruits (except 
bananas) were 25 percent less; 
vegetables 51 percent less; vege- 
table oils 14 percent less; wool 56 
percent less and meats 17 percent 
less— (AAA Release of March 27, 
1035.) 

Increased Farmer Pnrchaaiag 
Power Helps Other BBSueases 
The Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration recently made a 
study of the effect of increased 
farmer purchasing power in 10 
states of the agricultural south-

the study. The first year, begin- 
ning July 1. 1933 ami ending 
June 30, 1933, preceded the actual 
launching of the agricultural ad- 
justment programs. The second 
year, beginning July 1, 1933 and 
ending Jane 30, 1934. covered a 
period when results of the pro- 
gram had begun to be felt. 

This study shows that the cash 
income from crops and benefit 
payments to southeastern farmers 
participating in the agricultural 
adjustment programs increased 
from $451,637,000 in July 1932 — 
June. 1933 to $722,017,000 in July, 
1933— June, 1934, an increase of 
59.9 percent. That the additional 
dollars in the hands of the south- 
eastern fanners soon found their 
way into channels of trade and 
increased business and industrial 
activity is evidenced by the fact 
that the carlot shipments of all 
manufactured and industrial 
goods from 16 northeastern states 
to the 10 states of the agricultural 
southeast increased 38.8 percent 
during the first year's operation 
of the agricultural adjustment 
program. During this same period 
the increase in shipment of manu- 
factured goods for domestic and 
personal use increased 57.6 per- 
cent.

Unlimited production and lew 
prices to the farmer do not mean 
that more people win be fed.

Even though farmers received 
little for their product s, costs of 
transportation, processing and 
distributing showed little decline.

there is only about 2 cents worth 
of wheat in a pound loaf of bread. 
The average price of bread in the 
country has gone up about 2 cents 
but the processing tax accounts 
for only V 2 cent of this rise. 

There is still plenty of wheat to 
protect the consumer against a 
bread shortage. There win be from 
125 to 150 million bushels of 
wheat carried over on July 1 this 
year and even before growing con^ 
ditions improved a new crop of 
625 million bushels was in pro- 
spect. The nation needs only 
about 625 million bushels to take 
care of all of its needs. 

There is little prospect of im- 
mediate restoration of foreign de 
mand for U. S. wheat under pre- 
sent conditions. Without an ad- 
justment program the nation's 
average wheat production on pre- 
sent wheat acreage would be well 
over 800 million bushels a year. 
This production with present 
markets would again pile up big 
surpluses and bring ruinous prices. 

When Industry asks farmers to 
give up processing taxes, industry 
should be willing to give up its 
tariff protection. Every argument 
used against the processing tax 
is an argument against tariffs. 
Every argument against adjusting 
production to demand is an argu-

Here are two views of the combination sea wall and 
broadwalk at the Beach. This wide concrete walkway, which 
was built at an original cost of $250,000 extends for miles 
along the ocean front. It begins at about Seventh street and 
extends for miles past the New Casino, now the site of the 
Club TaUy-Ho, oh past the complete line of cottages, past 
Seaside Park to about Thirty-fourth or Thirty-fifth street. 
The broadwalk also serves as a sea wall to protect the cot- 
tages from the huge waves, which might be caused by a 
northeast storm. During the famous storm of August, 1933, 
the seawall was damaged considerably, but proved invalu- 
able in saving cottages.

Tomorrow will see the inaugur- 
ation of a new type of transporta- 
tion between Norfolk and- Virginia 
Beach— the new streamlined self- 
propelled rail buses of the Norfolk 
Southern Railroad will make their 
initial bow to the public and mark 
the advent Of a full -coordinated 
rail and highway service calculate 
ed. to afford speed and comfort 
and frequency of service to and 
from the rapidly growing .resort. 
The new cars or rail buses are 57 
feet long, made of_ Corten steel 
and aluminum streamlined front 
and rear. They are low and rak- 
ish. The sides are brought well 
down to prevent air resistance and 
the interior is arranged for com- 
fort and pleasing effects.

Society. 

Letters were sent to the offi-

the aid and support of their or- 
ganisation to the Cause. 

The question of hospitilization 
is one that has come before the 
Board of Supervisors a number 
of times, but has never been acted 
upon. The members of the Aux- 

Isry feel sure that If the repre- 
sentatives of the various organi- 
zations wait upon them st their 
next meeting and show them the 
necessity for this hospitilization 
that they will vote for it. 

The members of the auxiliary 
plan to send such a delegation be- 
fore the next meeting, but they 
also plan to have still more on 
Which to base their claims. 

Plans are now being formu- 
lated, Whereby petitions will be 
circulated in the five magisterial 
districts for voters to sign in an 
effort to secure the support of 
the various supervisors. 

The auxiliary is anxious that 
the board vote a lump sum an- 
nually to the Norfolk Hospital 
Association, which would pay for 
the expenses of all necessary hos- 
pital treatment, operations and 
other such things for county peo- 
ple who are unable to pay for 
such things themselves. 

The hospitals offered to do this 
for $1,500 annually -But the board 
voted against it, saying the sum 
was too high. 

Since that time, however, the 
board has been paying two and 
three hundred dollars monthly 
for hospital bills, and it is highly 
probable that they may reconsider 
when the matter is brought be- 
fore them as forcibly as the aux- 
iliary plans.

BOARD OF SUPERVISORS APPROVES PROJECT 

BY SMALL MARGIN AFTER LONG DISCUSSION 



Approximately $1200 Monthly to be Spent Locally, Relief 
Administration Reports; Camp First of Four To Bo 
Established in State. 



OPENING DATE

Same Organization and Reg- 
istered Norses to Operate 
Infant Hospital. 



The first of four transient labor camps to be established 
in the state of Virginia will be opened at the State Rifle 
Range within, the next two weeks, the Virginia Beach News 
learned this week. 

The camp, which will consist of 100 Negro transients, 
will be under the supervision of the Relief Administration, 
and the laborers will he used to drain the various mosquito 
breeding areas in the vicinity. 

The project, which has been under advisement for some 
time, almost fell through on Monday, when the Board of 
Supervisors of the county dickered for some time before vot- 
ing to allow the camp to be established in the county for a 
tentative period Of three months. 

The proposition was brought 
before the Board by R. B. Dorer, 
assistant state director of malaria 
control, who explained, that all 
that was necessary was the 
Board's approval. , together with 
the employment of four foremen, 
at approximately $15 a week. 
Since one foreman. Is already em- 
ployed by the county at $30, a 
week, Mr. Dorer pointed out that 
all of this additional labor could 
be secured for only $40 additional 
each month. 

Mr. Dorer also pointed out that 
at least $800 would be spent local- 
ly each month on food and sup- 
plies for the transients, while In 
addition, the men would be given 
$1 a week spending money, which 
would also be spent here, bringing 
the total to $1200 each month. 

A motion that the camp be ac- 
cepted and the additional expanse 
borne was made by Supervisor W. 
R. Payne, who waxed eloquently 
In, defending the project. Super- 
visor William Hudgins, however, 
opposed the project, he said, be- 
cause of the additional expanse. 
After some discussion, in which 
Roy Smith, Mayor of Virginia 
Beach urged the adoption of the 
m otion, and a letter was read 
rom R. H. Baillio, Town Super- 
visor of Virginia Beach, Super- 
visor George Dawley seconded the 
motion, on consideration' that the 
project be tried for a three month 
period. 

Payne and Dawley voted for the 
motion, while Supervisors If ana- 
field and Hudgins dissented. 
Chairman M. W. James cast the 
deciding vote in favor of the pro- 
ject. 

The camp, if the Board con- 
tinues to approve at the close off 
the three-months period, may stay 
here for about a year, before be- 
ing moved to other parts of the 
county, to do necessary 
there.

STRAY DOGS 



The time has come, as the wal- 
rus once said, to do something 
About this stray dog situation. 

At the recent meeting of the 
County Board of Supervisors, bills 
were presented fbr approximately 
95 sheep and a large number of 
chickens, all killed by dogs. 
* .Fortunately for the owners of 
the dead animals and poultry, the 
county has a dog assessment fund 
from which a portion of those 
losses are paid. But the county 
must bear the entire brunt of the 
loss unaided. 

There is only way to correct 
|bis situation, and that, of course. 
Is to enforce rigidly the dog license 
law. 

Every dog in the county is sup- 
posed to have a license, and is 
supposed to wear this license. 

If the gftme wardens were in- 
structed to apprehend or shoot all 
dogs seen in the county, the sheep 
killing menace would be halted. 
And the danger of rabies which 
•rises every summer might be 
Dipped in the bud before it got 
started. 

The News believes that the

they never got ill or they never 
thought of going to a hospital. 
The County Board did not find it- 
self obliged to pay more than a 
couple of hundred dollars a year 
for this service. 

Then came the change. Serious 
illness,, requiring hospitalisation 
and operations 'seemed to set in 
like a plague. Needy cases turned 
up on every hand. The hospital 
bills mounted higher and higher. 
Something bad to be done. 

The Norfolk hospitals— Princess 
Anne county has none— suggested 
an annual hospitalisation fee. 

The Board said no. Definitely 
no. 

But each month new cases 
arose. J 

The supervisor in whose district 
the case appeared, found it nec- 
essary to either send the case to 
the hospital or let the patient die. 

He naturally sent the case to 
the hospital, and at the next 
meeting of the Board, a new bat- 
tle would start- when the bill ap- 
peared. ' 

Something will have to be done. 

The News believes with the me- 
dical auxiliary that a certain type 
of hospitalization fee would settle 
the entire matter. 

The News believes that r a cbn^ 
ference with hospital authorities 
would result in the fixing of an 
annual hospitalization fee, prob- 
ably lower than the $1500 sug- 
gested by the Norfolk hospital 
originally. 

But this, of course, would bring 
new complications, since county 
indigent would feel free to run to 
the hospital at will. This would 
probably have to be settled by the 
appointment of one person, such 
as the hospital supervisor, or the 
county -nurse, to pass on the ex- 
pediency and necessity of each 
case before allowing it to be ad- 
mitted to the hospital. — 

This course, the News believes, 
would save the Board hours of 
argument at each meeting; would 
prove a financial saving, and 
would appease the members of the 
medical auxiliary, and others who 
are now working for hospitaliza- 
tion. 

And the News feels sure that 
the Board members are very anxi- 
ous at the present time to appease 
any and all residents of the coun- 
ty, if they can do so without in- 
Jury to the county government.

Members of the Board of Super- 
visors of Princess Anne county sat 
in silence as the spokesman for 
a committee representing that 
area directly north of Virginia 
Beach which was the recent 
center of an annexation dispute, 
began to outline the wants and 
desires of the residents of that 
area. 

The Board, and th4 f spectators 
in the meeting room, who remem- 
bered the number of faults found 
with the area during the hearing, 
gaped in surprise as Toy D. Sav- 
age, the spokesman, asked for 
only a few things. 

First, Mr. Savage said, they 
wanted mosquito protection. 

The Board has already appro- 
priated $250 for this purpose. 

Secondly. Mr. Savage asked for 
garbage collection, the Boar a had 
already asked for bids on this, and 
at its meeting awarded the con- 
tract for this purpose. 

Thirdly and fourthly, the resid- 
ents wanted some sort of police 
and fire protection available. 

The Board appointed a commit- 
tee to discuss with the Town 
Council of Virginia Beach, the 
possibility of having the town fur- 
nish that service at a nominal 
rate. 

And finally, the committee ask- 
ed, that some official of the coun- 
ty discuss with the insurance peo- 
ple the possibility of getting a re- 
duction in fire rates after the fire 
protection has been secured. 

No official action was ncessary 
to secure the Board's agreement 
to this suggestion. 

The committee made no sugges- 
tion as to road or street improve- 
ments. They did not discuss water 
or sewerage problems. 

The reasons for this, the News 
believes, were, not because they 
did not desire these improvmehts, 
but because they felt, that in or- 
der to get anything, they must go 
about the matter slowly, getting a 
few things at a time. 

This, the News agrees, is un- 
doubtedly the best way to handle 
the situation. The Board seemed 
more than willing to meet the 
terms of the committee tigs time, 
and will yerjf possibly c«minue to 
do when* the committee ask for 
more improvements six months 
hence. 

Meanwhile, the only thing nec- 
essary is for the town and the 
county to reach some affable 
agreement in regards to police 
and fire protection.

For the third time, the annual 
exhibition of the Raven Poetry 
Circle' is again being held in 
Washington Square. The verses 
are impaled with thumbtacks on 
a fence along a thoroughfare 
bearing the disgustingly prosaic 
name of "Thompson Street." Here 
the Muse, pale and wan after 12 
months' confinement in garret, 
basement or studio, lets down her 
hair and relaxes in the warmth of 
sunshine and spectators' smiles. 

Lame verses, limping meters 
and halting rime are but three of 
the poetic convalescents that may 
be found taking the sun-cure this 
spring in the roaring city. The old 
chronic ailments, usually accom- 
panied by spring fever, such as a 
paucity of capitals, a feebleness of 
ideas and a pernicious lack of 
red-blooded participles, are as 
prevalent as on the two previous 
perennial occasions. 

The trouble with free verse is 
that the public only hears the 
first word and the poet only sings 
the last one.

Representative Mitchell, o f 
Chicago, the only colored member 
of the House of Representatives, 
admits he has not been specially 
interested in" the pending anti- 
lynching bin. He says that he be- 
lieves it better that lynchings 
should cease as a result of educa- 
tion than to attempt to suppress 
them by act of Congress. He ob- 
served that there were 25 times as 
many lynchings in the the Unit- 
ed States years ago as there were 
last year, although the population 
of the country has doubled. The 
view expressed by Representative 
Mitchell is sane and possibly the 
correct one, although we have 
been inclined to-f avor the Federal 
legislation proposed. In this con- 
nection, attention may be called 
to the sensible manner in which 
the sole colored man now in con- 
gress has conducted himself since 
taking his seat in that body. His 
manner and attitude appear to 
have won him the respect of his 
white colleagues. His general 
course is in striking contrast to 
that of De Priest, his colored pre- 
decessor, who constantly seemed 
bent upon arousing discord over 
racial questions. DePriest c'aused 
a row of considerable proportions 
as a result of his attempt to have 
colored patrons generally admit- 
ted to the House restaurant. He 
failed. Representative Mitchell 
takes his lunch there regularly 
and without the slightest objec- 
tion from anybody.

Book Sampler 



Comparatively recently an ex- 
pose of "The American Diplomatic 
Game" by Drew Pearson and Oon- 
stantine Brown was given notice 
to this column, a book, stUl un- 
authenticated but still unchal- 
lenged, which gave rise to the sug- 
gestion that all future wars be 
fought 'by diplomats armed with 
bowie knives, catch as catch can, 
with no holts barred. Only a few 
weeks have passed since "The 
Price of Peace," a volume by 
Messrs. Simonds and Emeny, who 
think an international conflict is 
in the making, offered substitute 
for future wars in international 
understanding. 

At present we are concerned 
with war, with the history of war, 
and the avoidance of war. In the 
memories of most the World War 
seems inexplicable; set down in 
cold facts, the World War is in- 
credible. But it occurred. That 
the United States, with peace-lov- 
ing Wilson at the helm, was 
drawn into the "War to end wars" 
was the result of propaganda, the 
huge financial stake which Amer- 
ica had in the Allied nations 
which would surely be lost if the 
Allies lost, and the remarkable 
naivete of American diplomacy. 
Where are wa» now, on all counts? 
We now realise that the right of 
the question was not all on one , 
side; that our war loans wUl prob- 
ably not be repaid us; as for our 
present diplomatic leaders, we 
know nothing— we can only hope. 
for the diplomatic game is played 
outside the knowledge and under- 
standing of Mr. Average dtlsen. 
With Europe, not to mention 
North Africa and the Far East 
stirring uneasily, it might be a 
good idea for America to sit down 
and review some past mistakes. 
Road to War: America, 1814- 
l§Vt" by Waiter Millis is virtuaUy 
a day-by-day account of the hy- 
sterical times before we entered 
the conflict, the consequences of 
which are not yet over. In spite 
of its fine irony, this is a serious 
book, terrible in its implications. 
These books, are books from the 
World Peace Foundation traveling 
library, may be borrowed from the 
Extension Division, University, 
Virginia.

20,000 Seed Loans 
Are Made Each Day 

Checks averaging 20,000 a day 
are being mailed out by the Em- 
ergency Crop and Feed Loan of- 
fices to farmers. Because spring 
planting moved northward earlier 
than usual this year, the emer- 
gency crop loan offices stepped up 
their facilities for handling loans, 
now more than 250,000 from the 
$60,000 000 fund appropriated by 
Congress. Only farmers unable 
to obtain credit from other 
sources are eligible to borrow from 
this fund. In addition, between 
three and five thousand emer- 
gency feed loans are being made 
daily in the drought areas. Al- 
most a million of this type of 
loans and supplemental advances 
have been disbursed from the 
special drought relief appropria- 
tion of $65,000,000 made by Con- 
gress last Summer. The ten reg- 
ional offices throughout the coun- 
try are completing these two 
classes of loans within 24 to 48 
hours. A fanner eligible for them 
may apply to the local crop loan

(Continued from Page 4, Sep, 2) 
city. Under the new schedules it 
is expected passengers will be able 
to go to the beaches in 39 minutes 
from central Bus Terminal. 

The Horfolkr Southern Bus 
Corporation, a subsidiary of the 
Railroad, will operate its sche- 
dules via the highway— the sche- 
dules under the two agencies be- 
ing jo arranged as to avoid so far 
as possible duplication and under 
this coordinated arrangement 'giv- 
ing a maximum frequency of ser- 
vice, both highway and rail oper- 
ating out of the same terminal in 
Norfolk and tickets, either rail or 
highway, win be honored by either 
agency. This flexibility enables 
passengers both at Norfolk or 
Virginia Beach or intermediate 
points to avail themselves of the 
earliest departure available on 
either rail bus or highway bus. 
Another innovation provided for 
the new service is the weekly or 
12-ride cards good on either the 
rail buses or highway bus. 

The new Union Bus Terminal 
opened in January and to be used 
by the Bus lines and the Norfolk 
Southern Railroad has been hail- 
ed by the public generally as a 
progressive step. This terminal, 
planned by the City authorities 
and the Bus Companies, has ac- 
complished the result of placing 
.the City's investment on a paying 
basis and is one of the outstand- 
ing accomplishments of the pre- 
sent City administration,, reflect- 
ing great credit upon the City 
Manager and his* assistants, who 
had the vision and energy to carry 
it through.

PEDESTRIANS' DANGERS 

It has been marvelous that 
there have not been serious ac- 
cidents on Atlantic Avenue, at 

to be generally used by pedstrians 
north of Twenty-fourth Street in 
going to and from the old Casino. 
There should be proper signs and 
markers placed on that street no- 
tifying the public that pedestrians 
have no superior rights on the 
street over vehicular traffic ex- 
cept at crossings. Pedestrians in 
using the street do not seem to 
get out. of the way of automobiles, 
and accidents are barely averted 
many times. *, 

The public generally does not 
know of the ordinance defining 
the rights of the public in the 
streets of Virginia Beach. Pedes- 
trains have superior rights at 
street crossings but the streets 
have been primarily constructed 
for the benefit of Vehicles. Be- 
tween crossings, vehicles have the 
right of way over pedestrians. 
There should be a proper sidewalk 
constructed along Atlantic Avenue 
so that pedestrians can safely and 
iveniently walk on that street. 
There is, however, a sufficient 
walk on Ocean Avenue if the peo- 
ple will go one short block to 
reach it! Yet we cannot get the 
to know that pedestrians in 
using the paved part of Atlantic 
Avenue do so at their peril be- 
tween crossings and that if they 
should be injured, their negligence 
will probably prevent a recovery 

of damages. — W e think onr "City 

Fathers would do well to have 
suitable signs placed along the 
paved road, notifying the public 
that they cannot park their ma- 
*_ chines upon the same or within 
^^■fctttking distance of passing ma- 
, chines, and that pedestrians have 
no superior rights over automo- 
biles except at street crossings. 
This suggestion is offered by this 
paper to the authorities; it is 
hoped that it will be acted upon 
before a serious injury shall have 
happened.

Home Owners Save 
33 Per Cent On 
Long Term Loans 

Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board Tells of Reduced In- 
terest Ch arges. 

Home owners may actually save 
enough in interest charges on a 
12-year amortized loan to pay off 
nearly a third of the entire prin- 
cipal, as explained by the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board in Wash- 
ington, in urging the half million 
urban home owners whose short- 
term mortgages fall due this year 
to refinance such loans by making 
new long-term, direct-reduction 
loans through a building and, loan 
association, life insurance com- 
pany, savings bank or other thrift 
institution which offers the 
amortized type of loan. Its ad- 
vantages, the board points out, in- 
clude greater convenience and 
safety for the borrower and the 
opportunity to save a substantial 
sum of« money. For example: 

The home owner who borrows 
$1,000 on a short-term renewable 
mortgage at 6 per cent pays out 
$60 a year in interest, or $720 
during 12 years and mean while 
he must renew at 3 to 5-year in- 
tervals, incurring fees and other 
expenses each time. At the end 
of the 12 years he still owes the 
$1,000. On a 12-year amortized 
basis, even at the same rate of 
interest he would make a cash 
payment of $10 a month and the 
entire $1,000 would be entirely 



paid off at the end of 11 years 
and 7 months, without making 
any payment of more than $10. 
During that time he would have 
paid in interest only $391, as 
against $695, in other words a 
saving of $304 in interest charges 
or nearly a third of the principal, 
and he incurs no renewal charges. 
On the amortized loan, each $10 
monthly payment includes an in- 
stallment on principal as well as 
interest only on the unpaid bal- 
ance. During the first year, $58.37 
out of his $120 in payments is 
needed for interest and $61-63 is 
used to reduce the principal. By 
the tenth year, this process has so 
gratly reduced the principal that 
interest payments on the unpaid 
balance requires only $14,41. leav- 
ing $105.59 for liquidation of -the 
principal.
